2.  RESEARCH:  To  make  research  grants  to  accredited 

medical  colleges  and  eye  centers,  and  to 
finance  fellowships  in  ophthalmology  and 
its  related  sciences. 


3.  SERVICE:  To  aid  persons  seeking  guidance  as  to  avail- 

able accredited  eye  specialists  and  eye 
centers  and  referral  to  appropriate  agencies 
offering  counsel  and  assistance  in  the  field 
of  rehabilitation  and  welfare .

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ADMINISTRATION: 


The  Council  administers  its  program  with  a staff  consisting  of  an 
Executive  Director,  Director-Division  of  Research,  Administrative 
Assistant,  secretarial  and  clerical  personnel. 

The  staff  is  augmented  on  a regular  basis  by  the  voluntary  services 
of  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Scientific  Advisory  Committee,  as 
hereinafter  described.  Volunteers  on  every  level  assist  the  Council 
in  carrying  forward  and  administering  its  program.  This  includes 
publicists,  public  relations  counselors,  case  workers  and  clerical 
aids.  From  time  to  time,  based  on  program  demands,  additional  per- 
sonnel are  engaged. 

The  accounts  of  the  National  Council  to  Combat  Blindness,  Inc.  are 
audited  periodically  by  Certified  Public  Accountants.  Council  funds 
are  protected  by  all-risk  insurance,  and  officers  and  staff  members 
are  bonded.

The  Scientific  Advisory  Committee  sets  the  policy  for  the  organization's 
research  and  case  service  program.  This  committee  meets  annually  for  the 
purpose  of  reviewing  applications,  and  allocating  funds  for  Fight  for 
Sight  grants-in-aid  and  fellowship  awards.  It  reviews  reports,  manu- 
scripts and  papers  submitted  by  investigators  working  under  Fight  for 
Sight  research  awards.  The  members  of  this  Committee,  in  addition,  serve 
in  consultative  capacity  to  the  Executive  Director  and  the  Director,  Div- 
ision of  Research  in  the  year-round  activities  related  to  research,  public 
education  and  information,  and  case  service. 

The  services  of  the  members  of  the  Scientific  Advisory  Committee  are 
rendered  without  compensation. 

At  its  meeting,  held  in  June  195U,  the  Committee  added  to  the  Council's 
program  of  grant s--in-aid  and  full-time  research  fellowships,  the  financ- 
ing of  summer  fellowships,  as  a means  of  encouraging  students  of  medicine 
and  the  basic  sciences  to  enter  the  field  of  ophthalmic  investigation. 

The  Committee  has  at  subsequent  meetings  extended  the  fellowship  program 
to  include,  from  time  to  time,  traveling  and  part-time  research  fellow- 
ships ,
